OF BLOOD EACH 
MONTH (N 
1944 


"At least one pint of blood for 


every man in the service." 


That's the 1944 slogan for the Red 


Cross Blood Donor service in Adams 
county. 


"That goal must be reached if 


the national quota of five million 
pints of blood is to be attained," a 
chapter spokesman said this morn- 
ing as a communication from na- 
tional Red Cross headquarters was 
received urging fullest cooperation 
In the campaign for blood for the 
use of the armed forces. 


A pint for every countian in the 


service from Adams county means 
a monthly average of 150 pints on 
each visit of the mobile blood re- 
ceiving unit from Harrlsburg, it was 
declared today. 


Need New Donors 


On 11 monthly visits in 1943, the 


Red Cross unit and its staff of doc- 
tors and nurses received 1,225 pints 
of blood from volunteer donors in 
this county. If the 150-per-month 
rate is maintained throughout 1944 
the grand total will go over 3,000 
pints which will be close to the num- 
ber of men and women from the 
county who are serving in the 
armed forces. 


While many of the 1943 donors 


are expected to volunteer for more 
donations during this year, Rad- 
ford H. Lippy, Blood Donor Service 
chairman for the county, stressed 
the nee£ today for the enrollment 
of hundreds of new donors. 


Adams county helped put the na- 


tional Red Cross "over the top" by 
more than 300,000 pints in its 1943 
drive for 4,000,000 pints, but "there 
is still a big job to be done," Mr. 
Lippy declared.

Nearly 7.000 tourists visited the

Soviet Troops 
Pound Germans 
From Novgorod

Berlin announced the losses of Novgorod in Russia and 


Minturno in Italy today as Red Army forces swiftly rolled 
up the enemy front in the north, virtually lifted the long 
siege of Leningrad and threatened to trap 250,000 Nazis 
before the old Czarist capital. 
• 
Two powerful Russian forces striking from south and 


west of Leningrad joined hands southwest of the city, snap- 
ping shut a seven mile Nazi corridor to the Gulf of Finland 
and hopelessly trapped any Germans behind the juncture. 


Capture Heavy Artillery Pieces 


_eJbulk of the great artillery pieces which had hurled 


up to 16-inch shells into Leningrad for two years were cap- 
tured, late Moscow dispatches said. The Red Army drove 
vithin 13 miles of the east-west railway to the Baltic state 
of Estonia. The Russians said they killed 20,000 Germans in 
;he first five days of the Leningrad drive. 


The Berlin communique said Novgorod, 100 miles south- 


east of Leningrad and one of the stoutest German positions 
in the north, was evacuated "to shorten the front." 


The Germans said Minturno, 76 airline miles from Rome, 


was completely destroyed before it was "lost" to Britons of 
the Fifth Army who advanced beyond the Garigliano river. 
The Berlin correspondent of the Swedish newspaper Afton- 
bladet said Americans were being landed behind German lines 
in western Italy at a number of points along the Gulf of Gaeta. 


Reds Blast 25-Mile Gap 


Formidable steel and concrete fortifications within cannon 


shot of Leningrad gave way before the inexorable pressure, 
of the Russians who blasted a 25-mile gap in the lines south- 
west of the city and advanced seven to twelve miles. A com- 
panion drive from the Gulf of Finland west of the old Czarist 
capital made similar gains and rendered German positions be- 
fore Russia's second city untenable. 


Novgorod lies 100 miles southeast of Leningrad and just

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FRANCO HAVING 
DIFFICULTY IN 
CARRYING WATER 
ON 2 SHOULDERS 


By DEwnrr MACKENZIE 


(Associated Press War Analyst) 
Spanish Generalissimo Franco's 


policy of playing both ends against 
the middle, in his relations with 
Hitler and the Allies, has landed 
him in another jam with, Britain, 
thus adding to the divers problems 
which are complicating his increas- 
ingly difficult fight to maintain his 
dictatorship. 


This time British Foreign Secre- 


tary Eden has indicted Spain on 
two counts. He told the House of 
Commons that Sir Samuel Hoare, 
England's ambassador to Spain, had 
been instructed to make further 
strong representations over the fact 
that Spanish volunteers still are 
fighting with the Nazis against Rus- 
sia. Britain also has_renewed her 
support of the Italian government's 
request for the release of all Italian 
ships in Spanish ports. 


Other Incidents 


Mr. Eden made no effort to con- 


ceal his government's annoyance 
with the Spanish support of the 
Hitlerites. However, this only adds 
one more to the long string of Allied 
protests against Franco's attitude. 


Less than a month ago Washing- 


ton had an "incident" on its hands 
when two members of the Franco 
Falange party flung themselves into 
our consulate at Valencia and damn- 
ed as enemies of Spain some 35 
Spaniards who were reading Amer- 
ican literature. 
Later both the 


Spanish government and the Fal- 
ange party expressed regret—a fact 
of which our State department took 
note without making response. 


Franco's troubles don't 
travel 


singly. • One of his serious difficulties 
seems to be that he can't quite make 
up his mind whether his bread is 
spread with Nazi or with Allied but- 
ter. He's timid about declaring his 
exact position. Like King Alfonso 
in the last war, he wants to bask in 
the favor of both Germany and the 
Allies now and after the war, and 
yet he knows in his heart that he 
can't pursue such ,a course and get 
reward from the winners. 


Internal Trouble 


The Generalissimo's dilemma is 


complicated by Spain's explosive in- 
ternal situation. The Leftists and 
the Rightists are pulling against 
each other so heavily-ihat" they are 
rocking his dictatorial chair uncom- 
fortably. And he has a deep liking 
for that chair. 


Franco started out the European 


conflict as a "neutral" but commit- 
ted to give "all aid to the Axis short 
of war." There were two reasons 
for this stand: He felt he owed a 
debt to Hitler and Mussolini for 
the support they gave him during 
the Spanish Civil war "of 1936-39 
and, perhaps more to the point, 
Germany looked like a certain win- 
ner. 


However, this changed and by the 


end of 1942 the non-interventionist, 
pro-monarchist army officers be- 
came the dominant force in the re- 
gime in place of the fiercely pro- 
Nazi portion of the Falange party. 
That really turned the Franco gov- 
ernment in the direction of neutral- 
ity. 


Many Problems 


There were three main reasons for 


this change. 
One was that the 


odds on Hitler's chances of winning 
the war took a hard knock when 
America came in. Then, too, the 
United States had succeeded in lin- 
ing- up most of the Western Hemis- 
phere countries with the Allies, and 
Franco no longer could continue 
support of the Axis without gravely 
damaging his relations with the 
over-seas Spanish speaking nations, 
which thus played a major role in 
swinging Spain towards real neu- 
trality. The third reason was that 
Spain still was shockingly weak 
from the effects of her civil war. 


With passing time the Falange 


party has lost ground in Spain, and 
there has been a corresponding 
swing to the right in the direction 
of a monarchy and the old form of 
government. 
Naturally this has 


weakened Franco's position on the 
home front, and he is under heavv 
pressure from both the Allies and 
Hitler as the belligerent powers line 
up for the last big battle.

It has a postwar program including 
the adoption of a universal dialect 
and nationalization of public utili- 
ties. Yet because only the Edes- 
have offered full co-operation, most 
Allied supplies have been going to 
that group despite its numerical in- 
feriority.
